EUROPEAN  RBCOVSiRT  AND  AM;;RICAN  INOTSTRT 

IS  there  o«n  b«  no  doubt  of  ths  urgency  for  st Inula ting  6urop«an 
racovaiy  through  ^^oerioari  aid,  there  ahovld  logloally  be  no  queation  also  as 
to  the  advisability  of  dlreoting  our  assistance  so  that  America's  business 
health  aay  be  sustained.  The  right  kind  of  European  recovery  is  an  essential 
to  long  range  Aiierican  business  prosperity  but  the  wrong  kind  of  Buropean 
recovery  may  underalne  our  Aoerican  business  future. 

Ho  one  with  a  firsthand  knowledge  of  general  conditions  in  ureat 
Britain  and  Western  Kurope  can  question  logically  the  wisdom  of  Aneriea'a 
decision  to  furnish  both  oaergency  relief  and  the  Mns  for  economic  recovery. 
liThen,  however,  relief  continues  to  be  furnished  without  adeqiiate  direction 
from  America  as  to  its  use,  the  end  results  can  be  delay  in  getting  Europe 
on  its  feet  and  dsaago  to  essential  industzy  in  America. 

American  policy  has  directed  EQA  to  allow  the  foreign  governments  54.1  xj 
to  determine  how  to  utilise  the  funds  that  we  have  advanced  and  where  to  buy 
the  goods  that  they  require,  i/iie  have  soreeiied  the  allotments  tliat  have  been 
requested  for  various  items  but  the  initiative  for  undertaking  various 
recovexy  projects  for  the  use  cf  our  funds  has  been  left  with  the  individual 
governments  and  with  the  O.E.S.C,  the  interlocking  overseas  organisation  that 
decides  how  to  split  up  the  business  that  is  obtained.  We  liave  been  so 
anxious  to  avoid  charges  of  imperialism  and  of  dictation  that  we  have  leaned 
ov9r  backwards  in  giving  freedom  of  action  to  foreign  eountrlea  in  the  use 
of  the  funds  and  of  ths  goods  that  we  have  loaned  and  granted  in  outright 
gifts.,

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The  recipient  nationa  are  of  course  voclforous  in  their  public  demand* 
that  they  have  a  free  hand  in  the  diaposal  oi  funds,  ^rivatel/,  however, 
offlclala  of  the  various  countries  are  amazed  that  we  Americans  are  so  naive 
as  not  to  require  thea  to  utilize  our  fuivla  and  cur  jjoods  in  channels  that 
will  be  to  the  ooKbined  best  interests  of  Eurt>|>san  reeoveiy  aixl  the  main- 
tenance of  Aoeriean  stability. 

Most  people  in  Aoarioa  have  assuioed  that  we  are  of  course  dictating 
how  our  aid  shall  be  used.  But  the  opposite  is  the  actual  procedure  and  as 
matters  stand  at  present  eXik   is  powerless  to  change  policies  because  it  is 
controlled  b^  the  dictates  of  Congress  as  reflecting  what  has  been  our  stand 
in  foreign  relations* 

Unfortunately  we  receive  no  credit  abroad  for  our  generosity  or  for 
our  altruistic  attitude  in  letting  the  foreign  govcrrMents  decide  how  they 
shall  use  our  resources.  One  can  travel  widely  in  the  foreign  countries  now 
recelTlng  our  aid  without  f  Ixtdlng  az^ne  «lio  does   not  think  at  present  that 
Aaierloa>|  is  only  helping  £urope  because  it  assitects  to  get  soiaethlng  eventually 
froja  our  friends  across  tlie  sea.  Many  feel  i^t  we  are  shipping  goods  abroad 
only  to  bolster  up  oiu*  hcMie  econtaay.  Others  feel  that  we  are  selfishly  sup- 
porting Europe  so  tliat  it  aay  serve  as  a  security  bulwark  in  the  event  of  an 
attack  by  Hussia.  Others  see  in  our  actions  a  desire  tc  eontrtS.  Itiuropa't 
econ<a^  to  our  own  advantage. 

As  no  one  credits  us  with  a  broad— gauged  charity  in  our  giving,  it  is 
ridiculous  not  to  take  a  fox*thright  stand  in  insisting  that  the  funds  and 
goods  that  we  are  pouring  into  ^^urope  be  used  for  the  utmost  efficiency  in 
the  econcialc  and  scoial  recovery  of  the  devastated  nations*  As  a  natter  of 
fact,  America  would  receive  more  respect  for  its  foreign  po&y  if  it  took  a 
strong  stand  and  gave  evezy  receiving  nation  the  isipression  that  our  judSEoent 
and  our  welfare  is  going  to  be  considered  along  with  that  of  Murope  in  con- 
nectloa  with  wery  grant  of  relief  wiiieh  wie  sake.

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It  la  time  that  wa  stopped  eoaxlng  and  pleading  and  started  directing 
in  the  use  of  the  fonds  which  we  must  continue  to  pour  into  Kurope  if  those 
countries  are  to  be  reestablished  on  a  sound  basis. 

And  with  this  change  in  direction  of  mpr  foreign  policy  it  is  time  that 
we  take  more  into  account  the  effect  on  America  of  the  relief  that  we  are 
giving.  The  Marshall  Plan  was  a  noble  concept  and  SGA  has  been  charged  with 
tiw  job  of  reestablishing  ecomnBic  order  in  iiurope  and  some  other  parts  of  th« 
world. 

Unfortunately,  SCA  had  ho  responsibility  for  considering  the  effect 
upon  America  of  the  steps  that  are  taken  and  it  is  not  apparent  that  other 
branches  of  government  are  greatly  concemod  with  the  internal  repercussions 
of  our  gigantic  enterprise  abroad. 

Again  it  must  be  said  that  America  as  a  great  creditor  nation  of  the 
world  must  be  concerned  about  the  plight  of  the  war  stricken  Ispoverished 
friendly  nations.  The  greatest  unkinaness  however  that  we  can  do  to  Western 
Europe  and  other  nations  is  to  permit  the  health  of  the  Aaaerican  economic 
aystera  to  sag  at  the  very  time  when  the  security  and  stability  of  the  entire 
world  is  dependent  primarily  upon  America's  strength. 

Record-breaking  business  and  production  in  America  since  the  end  of  the 
war,  occaaion&d  by  tlie  world  shortages  and  induced  by  inflationazy  tendencies, 
have  lulled  us  into  a  false  sense  of  economic  security.  It  has  never  aettaed  to 
occur  to  many  loaders  of  goveriBsent  that  a  high  rate  of  business  activity  in  "*''^» 
America  must  be  maintained  if  ai^  reasonable  waount  of  aid  is  to  bo  continued 
to  the  needy  nations.  We  are  not  criticising  the  operation  of  SCA  because  no 
responsibility  has  been  given  to  that  body  for  considering  the  effect  upon 
America  of  its  gigantic  operations.  It  is  the  business  of  the  American  public 
however,  and  of  the  Congress,  to  see  to  it  that  in  the  future  American  wslfare 
is  taken  into  account  along  with  the  extension  of  &id  overseas.  To  date  this 

has  not  been  done  and  various  industries  already  are  stiff ering  reperousslozui •

CHICAGO  --  Foreign  and  domestic  policy  have  been  so  closely 
allied  since  the  beginning  of  World  War  II  that  it  is  no  longer 
possible  to  distinguish  between  them,  Dr»  Royden  Dangerfield, 
professor  of  political  science  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  said 
today. 

He  spoke  at  a  special  assembly  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  students  on  "How  Foreign  Policy  is  Made,"  His  was  the 
second  in  a  series  of  civic  education  lectures  sponsored  by  the 
National  Foundation  for  Education  in  American  Citizenship. 

Dr.  Dangerfield  traced  the  history  of  foreign  policy  from 
its  early  minor  role  in  government  affairs,  through  its  almost 
exclusive  control  by  the  department  of  state,  to  its  paramount 
position  in  national  life  today.

"  "Up   until    the    past   two  decades   the   department   of   state 

was   small   and   closely-knit,    concerned   principally  with   the    protectio 
of  United    States    citizens'    interests  abroad.      Foreign  relations   were 
largely  a   matter   of   the    treaty   power,    which  was   the    concern   of   the 
President  and   the    Senate,"    he    explained. 

■  "Today   there    is   not   a    major   government    policy   that  does 

not    have    foreign   policy    implications,     .There    is   no   major    foreign 
policy   that  does   not    in   some   way  affect   a   domestic   program," 

Intimate  connection  between  foreign  and  domestic  matters 
makes  the  development  of  foreign  policy  an  activity  of  all  depart- 
ments and  agencies   of    the    government,    he    said, 

"Today   the   great    problem   is   that    of    coordination,    of 
bringing  together  all    of   the    governmental   agencies  affected,    of 
having  all    of   them   play   their   proper  roles    in   the    formulation   of 
foreign  policy, 

"Foreign  policy   is    fast   becoming  but    one    facet    of   national 
policy,    formulated  by   the    government   as  a   whole j    through    inter- 
departmental   consultation  and   coordination,"

CHICAGO    --   Seven  thousand   athletes    representing   nearly    600 
teams   have    participated    in    the    seventeen    Illinois   Tech   Relays    meets 
held    since    1929. 

The    eighteenth   annual    running    of    the    Relays    will    take    place 
Saturday   afternoon  and    evening  March   12    in  the   University    of   Chicago 
Fieldhouse, 

Known  as    the  Armour    Tech   Relay   games    before    1941,    the 
Illinois   Tech   Relays    grew    cut    of   a    triangular   meet    in   1928   between 
Armour  Tech    (now    Illinois   Tech),    Northwestern   university,    and    the 
University    of    Chicago.      The    following   year   John   J.    Schom.mer,    Illinois 
Tech  athletic   director,    and  a. A,.     "Lonnie"    Stagg,    Jr ,  ,    then  Techawk 
track    coach,    turned    the    meet    into   an    invitational    for    colleges   and 
universities    in   the    midwest. 

In   1929   eight    colleges    participated.      The    Relays    grew 

rapidly,    until,    in   1943,    421   athletes    representing   12   universities 

and   24    colleges    competed    for    individual    and    team   honors.      DespJ-te    the 

success    of    the    1943    games,    Schommer   was    forced    to    cancel    the    si)«cteentb 

running    of    the    meet    in   1944   because    of    the    war.

A.fter   a    three-year    lapse,    the    Relays    were    revived    in    1947. 
More    than   700  athletes    from    61    universities   and    colleges    competed. 
Herb   iwcKenley    of    Illinois    broke    the   American   440   mark,    Harrison   Dillarc 
of   Baldwin-V^allace   and   Bill    Porter    of   Northwestern   tied  American 
indoor   hurdle    records,    and   Dick   Houden   of   Wisconsin   equalled    the 
national    70-yard    dash   mark. 

Last    year   the    event    attracted    60   universities   and    colleges 
and  again   more    than   700   athletes.      Dillard    ran   the    70-yard    high 
hurdles    in    :08.4    to   break   the    existing  American   record    held   by   himself 
and    several    others.      Shortly  after   he    returned    to   take    the    college    70- 
yard   lows    in    :07,7,    shattering  another   American   mark,    but    hardly   more 
than  a    minute    later,    Porter,    running    in   the    university   70-yard    lows, 
equalled    that    effort. 

Other    stars    of    the    1948   games    included    Lorenzo   Wright    of 
Wayne,    Dwight    Eddleman    of    Illinois    (only   athlete    in   Relays    history   to 
win   or    tie    for    first    place    in   the    same    event    —    high    jump    --    for    three 
consecutive    meets),    Charlie    Fonville    of   Michigan,    Garion   Campbell    of 
Michigan  Normal,    Don   Gehrmann    of   Wisconsin,    and   Herb   Barten   of    Michigai 

The    Illinois    Tech   Relays   are    now   definitely   established    as 
the    largest    indoor   track   meet    in  the    nation. 

One    of    the    better   known  and    most   widely  adopted    innovations 
of    the    meet    is    its    policy    of    offering    separate    competition   for    college 
and   university   entrants.      This    feature    was   adopted   by    Schommer    in   1935, 
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margin  of  1  1/3  points  over  Michigan.   It  was  the  second  straight 
championship  for  the  Illini.   Michigan  Normal  took  its  third 
consecutive  College  crown  with  comparative  ease.

to   John  Smale ,    student    counselor  at    Illinois    Institute    of  Technology, 

also 
who/teaches   a    course    on  methods    of    study, 

"First-grade    primers,    e  igh%>-gra,de    literature    texts,    and 
high  school    history  books   should   serve   as   vehicles   to   speed   reading 
and   comprehension  as   well   as   to  assimilate    knowledge,"   Smale    said, 

"Many   college    instructors   mistakenly   believe    that   their 
students   are    reasonably    good    readers,    while    actually    few    read    more 
than  350   to    450   words    per    minute,"    he    pointed    out. 

The    two-hour   non-credit    course,    started    last    semester   at 
Illinois    Tech,    emphasizes   skilled    reading  and    increased   vocabulary 
as    important   aids   to    scholarshipo      The    class  was    initiated    to  assist 
students    on   scholastic   probation,    but  any   student   at    Illinois    Tech 
may  now   enroll. 
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Economical    and    effective    study   methods   are    discussed    for 
each   particular    course.      Lectures    include    instructions    en    "How    to 
atudy   English,"    "How   to    Study  Chemistry,"   etc. 

Throughout    the    course    —    in   lectures,    recitations,   and 
tests    —   vocabulary  and   reading   speed  are    constantly   stressed. 
Reading  and   vocabulary  aptitudes   are    charted  and    each   student's 
progress    is    checkedo 

"The  average  student,  subjected  to  90  new  words  each  month 
and  repeated  reading  tests,  usually  doubles  his  former  reading  skill, 
Sraale    said. 

He    cited    the    example    of    one    student   who    increased    his 
reading  rate    from   168  words   a    minute    to   450  words    per   minute    during 
one    sehiester,    almost    tripling   his    speed.

CHICAGO  —  Illinois  and  Michigan  Normal,  who  have  kept  exclusive  possession 
of  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  team  championships  since  World  War  II,  return  to  the 
Chicago  Fieldhouse  Saturday,  March  12  to  again  defend  their  titles  that  will  be 
sought  by  some  60  midwestern  universities  and  colleges. 
■'         The  mini  took  the  university  crown  with  ease  in  19U7,  practically  doub- 
ling the  total  of  runner-up  Michigan  (75  l/7  to  38  ll/lh) .  Last  year,  however,  the 
mini  managed  to  beat  out  the  V/olverines  by  a  mere  one  and  one-third  points  (53  l/3 
to  $2). 

The  dominance  of  Michigan  Normal  in  the  college  division  extends  even  fur- 
ther than  I9U7.  The  lads  from  Ypsilanti  captured  first  place  in  19U3}  the  last 
Illinois  Tech  meet  before  the  annual  event  was  temporarily  discontinued.  Normal  is 
thus  shooting  for  its  fourth  consecutive  crown, 

Michigan  Normal  also  won  three  straight  in  1939j  19U0,  and  19Ul^  but 

Loyola  broke  the  string  in  19ii2. 

■'         Another  capacity  crowd  will  watch  the  eighteenth  running  of  the  Relays 

Saturday.   With  over  700  athletes  from  more  than  60  schools  participating  in  each  of

the  last  two  years,  the  Illinois  Tech/is  definitely  established  as  the  largest  indoor 

track  event  in  the  country. 
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Of  the  two  19U8  winners,  Normal  is  given  much  the  better  chance  to  repeat. 
Although  they  still  rank  as  one  of  the  team  favorites,  the  Illini  are  not  expected 
to  continue  their  reign.  The  probable  loss  of  Dwight  Eddleman,  three-times  Tech 
Relays  high-jump  champion  who  will  remain  with  the  Illinois  basketball  team  if  the 
Illini  get  the  NCAA  tourney  bid,  helps  dim  the  prospects  for  Leo  Johnson's  squad. 

The  Illini,  however,  will  still  have  Harry  Anderson,  co-titlist  with 
Eddleman  and  two  others  in  the  high  jump  last  year,  Norm  Wasser,  who  defeated 
Michigan's  Charles  Fonville  in  the  shot  put  in  19U7  and  was  runner-up  to  his  record 
toss  of  last  year,  Don  Laz,  a  sensational  sophomore  pole-vaulter  who  has  already 
gone  over  lit  feet,  and  some  excellent  relay  teams  led  by  Vic  Twomey,  Leroy  Vranek, 
Don  Shuman,  and  Bob  Downs.  Don  Leuthold  in  the  broad  jum.p.  Bob  Hinkle  in  the  hurdle§, 
and  Lou  Irons  in  the  high  jump  are  also  expected  to  pick  up  points. 

Normal,  on  the  other  hand,  is  again  the  big  choice  in  the  college  division, 
principally  because  practically  the  entire  19U8  squad  is  still  around. 

Led  by  Garion  Campbell,  star  sprinter  and  hurdler  who  holds  the  Tech  70- 
yard-dash  record  in  the  college  division.  Normal  also  comes  back  with  Forrest 
Naveaux,  who  tied  for  pole  vault  championship  in  19U0>  Jack  Weiss,  shot  put  star, 
Jim  Brodie,  hurdler  and  high  jumper,  Keith  Gundrum,  hurdler,  Mike  Duszynski,  miler, 
Don  Smith,  middle-distance  ace,  and  its  usual  strong  relays  teams. 

Normal  turned  back  Baldwin-vVallace,  runner-up  last  year,  55  l/7  to  36. 
Baldwin-Wallace  also  finished  second  in  19U7,  58|  to  I4I;  l/3.

CHICAGO   --  A   psychologist  at    Illinois    Institute    of 
Technology  today   compared   the    basic   unit    in   personality,    which   he 
termed   the    "psychonucleus ",    to    the   atom   of  the    physicist. 

Dr.    Vi/illard  A.    Kerr,    associate    professor,    told    the    college 
chapter   of    the    Society   for   the   AdvancemenVlthat    the    innermost    reaches 
of   personality,    like    the   atom,    are    not  yet    fully   seen   or   understood 
but   merely   guessed   at    in  terms    of   limited   knowledge, 

"The   psychonucleus   embraces    one's   basic   motivational   drives, 
he   explained    in   contrasting  the    infant   and   mature    personality, 

"Often  mere    survival    or   self-gratification   is   the    basic 
personality  drive    in  the    infant   or   immature    adult. 

"In   genuinely  mature    men  and   women  the    survival    goal    of   the 
psychonucleus    has   experienced  a   depth   change    placing  survival 
secondary  to    ideals,    causes,    or    individuals    outside    oneself,"   he    said. 
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This  explains  the  sacrifice  of  a  mother  for  her  children,  a 
soldier  for  his  comrade  in  arras,  or  a  minister  for  his  parishioners. 
For  example,  it  accounts  for  the  unselfishness  of  the  Balkan  clerics 
in  the  events  which  led  to  their  recent  trials, 

"Unfortunately,  personality  trouble  arises  when  the  other- 
wise mature  person  builds  up  protective  fronts  which  conceal  the 
characteristics  of  the  psychonucleus , "  Dr.  Kerr  said. 

Some  of  these  are  prestige  status,  bank  account  balance, 
affected  mannerisms,  houses,  clothing,  and  "position"  in  the  community, 
"These  serve  as  buffers  against  the  direct  challenge  of  the  psycho- 
nucelus  in  the  determination  of  conduct*" 

"An  individual  has  considerable  freedom  in  selecting  and 
developing  the  protective  fronts  he  employes  in  facing  the  world,  but 
they  should  be  within  an  intellectually  honest  and  ethical  structure 
which  in  time  may  even  'work  backward*   to  enrich  and  improve  the 
quality  of  the  psychonucleus  itself,"

^i  finance  committee  is  organizing  a  fund  raising  campaign  to 
provide  staff  and  operating  expenses.   Miss  McKinley,  who  has  served 
alone  for  15  years,  will  be  aided  by  an  assistant  director,  program 
assistant,  play  school  teacher,  assistant  teacher,  stenographer-book- 
keeper, and  janitorial  staff. 

An  annual  budget  of  |23,000  will  be  needed  to  finance  a 
settlement  house  program  of  maximum  ef fectivemeas ,  Dean  White  said. 

Eventual  relocation  of  the  settlement  center  is  planned  when 
the  Illinois  Tech  campus,  which  surrounds  the  present  location,  expands 
into  adjacent  area, 

"This  problem  is  not  of  immediate  importance,"  White  said, 
"since  the  Institute  does  not  contemplate  a  need  for  the  site  of  the 
settlement  house  for  several  years," 

Community  cooperation  is  especially  desirable  at  this  time 
because  of  the  several  slum  clearance  and  redevelopment  projects  in 
the  neighborhood. 

Dearborn  Homes,  a  public  housing  project,  is  underway  north 
of  the  settlement  house,  A  few  blocks  east  ia  the  private  housing 
project  of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Do,  A  number  of  other  clearancSi 
and  rebuilding  projects  are  underway, or  planned  in  the  area.

Toward  a  Hew  Tcmorrow 

Yj   visits  to  Terras  on  t>^is  and  other  occasions  have  convinced  me  that  the 
founders  of  Texas  College  of  Arts  and  Industries  were  far-siffhted,  i^ublic-spirited 
citizens.   Thev  were  iTnnres''ed  by  the  important  service  this  institution  could  render 
to  the  development  of  the  State's  natural  resources,  to  the  promotion  of  its  industry 
and  agriculture,  and  to  the  cultural  and  economic  welfare  of  its  people.   It  is 
obvious  that  the  College  already  has  made  important  strides  in  accomplishing  the 
goals  for  v*ich  it  was  established. 

The  future  holds  even  greater  promise,  a  fact  which  quickly  becomes  apparen" 
even  to  the  most  casual  visitor  to  south  Texas.   Your  rapidly  grov/ing  area,  vrith  its 
virile  people  and  its  tremendous  store  of  untapped  natural  resources,  presages  a 
challenging  ana  fruitful  future  for  your  institution,   fours  is  one  of  the  most 
American  parts  of  Ai;ierica,  an  area  young  in  spirit  and  young  in  ideas,   ■'•''ith  wise 
leadership  and  the  enthusiastic  support  from  the  people,  your  college  is  bound  to 
grow  into  a  really  s ^qHj-l' leant  AiTcrican  inptr'tution. 

It  is  a  rjleasure  to  be  '"ere  toda-^",  to  hunor  vour  new  president  -  j^rnest 
H.  Poteet,  to  wish  him  well,  and  to  have  a  part  in  his  installation.   It  has  been 
said  that  the  college  president  should  possess  all  the  virtues  Pncivn  to  the  human 
race.  Of  course,  there  are  no  such  persons.   Li!:e  other  men,  college  presidents  have 
their  strengths  and  weaknesses;  some  excel  in  one  quality,  some  in  another;  some 
perhaps  in  none.   That  they  have  difficult  tasks  is  without  doubt.   I'm  sure  Presiden^ 
Poteet  already  has  learned  his  assigraiient  is  not  an  easy  one. 

The  very  complexity  of  the  president's  duties  makes  it  difficult  for  a 
board  of  trustees  to  chocse  the  right  man.   The  qualities  which  lead  to  success  are 
so  varied,  so  hard  to  analyze,  that  the  choice  is  far  from  a  science.   It  seems  to  me 
that  your  trustees  have  acted  with  particular  wisdom.   President  Poteet  is  a  man  who 
knows  the  college  ana  ig  knoi/¥n  to  its  faculty  and  students.  He  knows  the  part  of  the 
country  served  bv  the  Colle^^e.   He  knows  its  problems,  its  potentialities,  and 
perhaps  most  importable,  oa.  ell,  he  !:nows  itp  people.  He  has  already  amply  demonstrated 
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his  capacity  as  educator  and  educatioral  administrator.  Under  hi?  leadership,  Texas 
College  of  Arts  and  Industries  can  look  to'"'ard  tomorro  v  with  confidence  and  hope. 

Your  institution  in  the  years  ahead  will  face  a  variety  of  educational 
problems  common  to  many  other  colleges  throughout  the  United  States.  First  is  size: 

American  higher  educf.tion  has  been  marked  by  steady  expansion.  In  1900, 
college  enrollments  totaled  only  150,000.  By  19UO,  this  figure  had  risen  to  1,500,000 
in  a  steady  climb  only  slightly  interrupted  by  the  depression.  3y  last  fall, 
2,Ii00,000  men  and  women  -  h.2   per  cent  of  whom  were  veterans  -  were  studying  in 
American  colleges  and  universities.  Present  figures  indicate  that  enrollments  may 
now  have  reacheu  a  temporary  plateau  and  may  even  recede  slightly  in  the  next  few 
years.  But  a  projection  of  long  ran^e  trends  in  optration  for  many  years  indicates 
that  enrolment  figures  mi^lit,  reach  3,000,000  by  I960. 

The  President. 's  oonunlabiuxi  on  Pigher  I'.ducation  has  urged  an  extersive 
program  of  federal  aid  in  the  ff-rm  01  scholarsnips  for  ."tudents  and  assistance  for 
publicly  supported  in^^titutiors  which  would  increase  college  enrollments  to  14,600,000 
students  by  1^60. 

American  higher  education  traditionally  has  been  a  corrbination  of  public 
and  private  institutions.  Each  operating  in  its  own  sohere  has  been  vitally  iriportant 
to  the  gro^vth  and  welfare  of  the  nation.  Together  they  have  contributed  more  than 
either  could  have  done  alone.  As  Dr.  Gonant  has  said,  the  strength  of  American 
education  is  in  its  lack  of  a  system.  Its  diversity,  its  flexibility,  and  its 
genius  depend  upon  local  initiative  and  local  responsibility.  Colleges  have  been 
established  by  the  church,  by  state  governments,  and  by  private  philanthropy  -  with 
almost  complete  freedom  to  develop  educational  patterns  fitted  to  the  needs  of  par- 
ticular localities  ana  with  the  resources  and  leadei  shin  they  could  coiimand.  This 
healthy  co.iipetition  among  Listitutions  of  differing  tj'^oes  and  widely  scattered 
geographical  locations  hat  x'esuiuou.  in  a  steadily  rising  quality  of  education 
available  to  a  larger  and  larger  portion  of  American  youth. 
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If  enrollmonts  nontinue  ■'"o  increase  -  and  it  seems  liKely  they  shall  -  the 
financial  burden  of  the  collages  and  universities  will  continue  to  grow.  At  the 
present  tiae,  private  institutions  are  hard  pressed  to  secure  the  gifts  needed  to 
maintain  and  expand  their  programs;  and  publicl'  supported  institutions  sometimes 
have  difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  appropriations  from  state  legislatures^  Yet 
it  is  undeniable  that  the  successful  operation  of  our  colleges  and  universities  v/ill 
require  steadily  increasing  sums  of  money.  This  poses  a  real  problem  as  to  the 
source  of  such  support.  Reliance  upon  the  national  government  for  relief  is  a 
popular  solution  to  the  monetary  problems  of  hio;her  education.   It  is  easy  to  argue 
that  education,  after  all,  is  not  a  local  matter.  A  student  educated  in  Texas  may 
well  flrork  in  Illinois.  Eut  federal  support  is  not  the  only  answer,  nor  necessarily 
the  best  answer;  there  are  no  easy  answers. 

Every  step  in  hendii.g,  over  to  the  lederal  government  the  responsibility 
for  education  decreases  ^v^ct   thpt'r-nch  the  decree  of  local  initiative  and  responsibi- 
lity and  cnntrnl.  Vifith  this  loss  ^ay  well  go  trie  ;aost  distinctive  feature  of  higher 
education  -  its  diversity  and  flexibility.   Probably  none  of  ^'s  adheres  to  the  belief 
that  higher  edi^oation  is  the  prerogative  of  the  few.  The  promipe  of  America  lies  in 
the  opportunity  for  each  to  develop  his  particular  assets  and  capacities  to  the 
greatest  possible  extent.   j::'ducation  is  the  most  important  means  to  this  end.  Our 
goal  should  be  education  for  all  qualified  individuals,  within  the  limits  of  their 
abilities  and  without  regard  for  economiic  barriers.  We  have  moved  a  long  way  toTirard 
this  goal,  but  vre  have  by  no  means  achieved  it,   I  believe  vie  can  achieve  the  goal 
within  a  diversified  educational  structure  of  higher  education,  partially  supported 
by  private  philanthropy,  partially  supported  by  the  states,  and  perhaps  partially 
supported  by  lederal  appropriations  -  providing  we  are  always  and  forever  alert  to  any 
encroachments  that  would  rob  us  of  local  initiative  and  responsibility. 

As  we  look  toward  oiu.'  new  tomorrow,  we  must  ask  ourselves  what  kind  of  a 
tomorrow  do  we  and  the  young  men  and  women  we  are  educating  desire.  J-s  j-t  not  a 
tomorrow  in  which  we  Nant   more  education  for  more  people  with  no  bars  to  freedom  of 
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Thought  and  action?  The  number  of  students  in  our  colleges  is  not  nearly  as  important 
as  the  kind  of  education  we  offer  them,  or  what  they  are  able  to  do  and  are  permitted 
to  do  with  the  education  they   acquire.   Russia  is  reputedly  sending  a  larger  propor- 
tion 01  its  young  people  to  college  than  ever  before,  but  is  that  education  productive 
in  the  highest  iUorai  and  spiritual  senseV  Is  it  anything  at  all  like  the  education 
we  choose  to  offer  our  young  j..c:ople?   I  think  not.  And  ...  believe  we  must  maintain 
a  constant  vigil  to  r^^c,^r^r^rn   and  nrotect  our  traditional  freedom  of  inquiry;  and 
freedom  of  instraction. 

Tomorrow's  majer  problems  .all  not  center  around  physical  achievement. 
I'VorkinT  within  the  structure  of  ^^merican  democracv,  we  have  achieved  an  unparalleled 
record  of  scientific,  technoic-icaj.,  and  industrial  riro^ress.  There  is  no  doubt 
that,  given  the  opportunity,  oi^:^  scientists,  engineers,  ^nd  industrialists  mil 
continue  to  discover  ^ew  knowledge  -^nd   apply  :t  for  the  benefit  of  mankind,   i'l'ho  can 
doubt  that  medical  science  will  continue  to  mak3  man's  life  longer  and  more  comforta- 
ble? Or  that  atomic  energy  car  be  used  for  useful,  peaceful  purposes  in  the  years 
ahead,  further  relieving  man's  physical  burdens?  Even  the  idea  of  space  ships  to 
the  moon,  a  fantastic  thought  only  a  short  time  ago,  now  seems  no  more  remote  than 
some  of  today's  commonplaces  did  a  half  century  ago. 

One  of  our  chief  concerns  today  is  the  country's  diminishing  supply  of 
natural  resources,  but  the  nation's  technologists  are  seeking  an  answer  and  they 
will  find  it.  This  attainment  and  others  will  be  recorded  by  scientists  and  engineer; 
now  being  educa-oud  in  American  colleges  and  universities.   The  country's  security  and 
welfare  demands  a  continuing  supply  of  such  persons.  They  can  buil.d  a  new  tomorrow 
if  vre  give  them  the  opportuiiity  and  provide  the  proper  climate  for  their  v/ork.  But 
they  cannot  do  it  if  tney   are  snaci^ied  L3'"  restrictions  and  fear  and  subjected  to 
suspicion  and  shame. 

Our  fears  '^^r  tomoriow,  which  the  scientist  and  engineer  share  with   all 
other  grouos  in  our  society,  center  around  the  ^rim  reality  of  tvro  things  -  "vvar  and 
depression. 

War  has  becom.e  so  hoirible  that  it  can  be  contemplated  only  with  great 
foreboding.  Despite  our  most  valiant  efforts,  our  sincerest  intentions,  and  the 
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full  weight  of  our  economic  and  material  strength,   we  have  been  unable   to  provide  any 
real  assui-ance  against  the  chance  that   some  day  again  we  may  be  plunged  into  a   conflici 
far  more  terrible  than  any  thus  far  in  history.   Lacking  such  assurance,    there   seems  nc 
alternative  but  to  depend  upon  military   supremacy  achieved  at   great  cost  in  effort  and 
dollars .     For  this  reason,   thousands  of  researcn  vrorkers  today  are  devoting  their 
efforts  to  the   aevelcpraent  of  new  ana  more  destructive  weapons.      We   can  probably  main- 
tain ^ur  lead  if  we  can   aia.ora  the  price,   tut  it   is   high  indeed.     As  long  as   ideologies 
with  basic   co'^flictc   e":i=!t   in   the  vvcrld,   there   is   little   hope  for  security  through  a 
United  iMations,   a   world  governi^ent,    or  any  means    except  oui-  ovirn  strength.   This  is 
deplorable  but   true,   ?nd  yet  *."e  must   find  some   solution  tn   the   dilemma.   Education  for 
intern  itiona"'    understanding  and  cooperation  is   one  of  the  -^a  jor  challenges   to  Americar 
higher  education. 

Our  fear  of  a  depression  manifests   itself   in   our  unending,    sometimes  almost 
frantic,    search  for  security,      .je  vrant  to  provide  security  for  all   of  our  people  and 
still  maintain   the   kind  of  a   free   society  we  prize  so   highly.     V.-e  propose  now  to   ex- 
pand our  responsibility  for  all  and  provide   health,   welfare,    old  age,   and  unemployment 
insurance;    in   short   to   insure  against  nearly  all  the   troubles  with  which  man  is  beset. 
How  far  can  security  provided  by  the   government  go   and  still  maintain  individual  li- 
berty and  an  incentive   system  so   important   in   our   country's   g  rov/th  to  now?  Higher 
education  knows  riu   ready  answer  to   tnis   questior,   but   the  ansvrers   in  the  years   ahead 
can   come   only  from  an  educ^oea  citizenry   ohat  understands  the   Implications   of    its  acts 
and  weights   the   end:;   ag-^i-^st  the  means,     ""he   turn   A^e   take  at   today's   crossroads  will 
determine   the  climate   in  which   today's   youth  will    ["inu  ILselx'   in  the   new  tomorrow. 

ihat   1   have  bee-r   saying  is  that  the  major  problems   of   our  time  are   not   scienti- 
fic  or  technnlogical:   they  are  problems   of    government,   of  human  and  personal   relationf 
of  man's   long  struggle   to   live  peaceably  with  his   fellowman.      They  revolve  around 
the   relationships   of  people  with  their  governments   and  people  vfith  people,   whatever 
the   color  of  their  skin,    tl  eir  parentage,   their  religious   faith  or  their  birth- 
place.    These  problems  are  not   easy  of  solution;  but  without  satisfactory 
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answers,   arrived  at  in  the   ^ive  and  take  of  free  d:sci;ssion  and  a   full  examination 

of  facts,    the  achieve.Tients   in  science,   engineering,  and  technology  will  amount  to 

'nothing. 

I  look  oo  the  future  with  great  confidence  and  great  laxon  in  the  ability 
of  the  American  people  to  reach  sound  conclusions.  There  are  those  among  us  who 
deliberatelj'  seek  to  charge  our  government  for  their  ovm  ends,  but  their  numbers 
fortunately  are  small;  ard  we  can  protect  ourselves  against  them  once  we  have  de- 
tected their  purposes.  Ihe  greatest  assurance  we  have  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
strong  and  free  "ii.erica,  adhering  to  democratic  Christian  principles,  lies  in  the 
church  and  its  principlet  of  brothernood  and  in  a  s;>.'Stem  of  education  free  to  seek 
and  find  an."  teach  the  truLn.  ^o  long  as  our  educational  system  can  produce  citizens 
with  a  sense  of  resp'^nsibxlity  lor  ohe  ¥'Clx"are  of  the  individual  and  a  firm  belief 
in  the  virtues  of  individual  ■f'reedora,  we  have  little  t:>   fear. 

I  am  sure  f^at  Texas  Collr^Te  of  Arts  and  Industries  will  fulfill  its
